FOR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH 1, 1886. 


During the past year 153 pupils have attended our schools. 
The corps of teachers has been much the same as last year. 
With one exception they have had previous experience, and 
the efforts of the majority have been commendable, the results 
satisfactory. In some cases we should have been glad to note 
a greater degree of entliusiasm, and more of that conscientious 
interest which the mere passing of time with a few for ual reci- 
tations does not satisfy. 

The first interest of every teacher should be the school- 
room, and to that school room should be brought, not only best 
methods and explanations adapted to the capacity of the pupil, 
but also a more general knowledge than may be obtained from 
the text books used in our schools, a knowledge which the 
very position of teacher ought to imply. 

These requisits, uniting with a home-encouraged respect of 
the pupil for school and school work and a regard for its influ- 
ence on his future usefulness, will alone combine for the high- 
est good. 

One change has been effected in text pooks—the intro- 
duction of the Normal Reader in the place of the great variety 
in use. An arrangement hasalso been made for Harper’s excel- 
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lent series of writing books which may be obtained of Mr. 
Phillips. 

Number of visits made by your committee during the year, 
thirty-three. The different schoos have received 215 visits 
from parents and friends. 


District No. 1. 

Miss Detuia Titton, teacher. This was her first experience. 
The scholars, ten in number, were orderly and appeared well 
at the commencement of the term. Several were absent at the 
close and the general character of the school could not be well 
judged. ‘Thdése present were good scholars and had been pro- 
gressive in their studies. Am of the opinion that two terms 
would have been better for the school than one of fifteen weeks. 


Districr No. 2. 


The Spring term was taught by Miss Anna L. PLumer, clos- 
ing unexpectedly after six aad one-half veeks. On account of 
sickness in the vicinity, no opportunity was afforded me for a 
second visit. 

A second term, commencing Sept. 7, continued sixteen weeks, 
with one week vacation, under the instruction of Miss Lura 
M. SLEEPER, whose previous service had rendered her already 
popular in this district. ‘The attendance at the examination 
was small, a portion of the students having removed from town, 
and the term extending to anunfavorable season of the year, 
several others were detained at home. Good progress had 
been made by those present. 


Disrricr No 38. 
This is a small school, but still sustains the reputation for 
scholarship and good order which has characterized it in the 


past. Two terms, fall and winter, taught by Miss Ipa Forp of 
Danbury. 


District No. 4. 


In natural scholarship, as in number of pupils, this district 
ranks among the first, embracing advanced classes and good 
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workers, making it an interesting school. There have been but 
two terms this year—a successful spring term with Burr S. 
GAL¥ as instructor, and a fall term of nine weeks taught by 
Anna L. PLuMER. 


Districr No. 3. 


Three terms taught by Mrs. N. D. Renptne. This is also 
a large school. A few scholars were absent at the close ; others 
present, from their well learned lessons and thoroughness in 
the branches pursued, proved that the year has been one of 
earnest study under faithful instruction. 

: Disrrior No. 6. 

In this school, consisting of twenty-six members, are many 
good scholars who with a stimulating interest awakened in 
their text books would take good rank in our schools. Miss 
Laura B. Sanporn, teacher of both terms. 


District No. 8. 


Has had a fall term of school taught by Miss 8S. Ek. SuLio- 
way. ‘There being but five pupils, gave alarge amount of time 
to reading, spelling, and the few other studies. All were pres- 
ent at my last visit, showing improvement. 


Disrricr No. 9. 

Spring and fall term, both taught by Miss C. Jennir Baivey. 
The lessons were well committed, and the appearance of the 
school was good. 

District No. 10. 

The first two terms were taught by Miss Lucrna MM. Ropiz 
of Salisbury. The scholais were interested in thei studies 
and profitable work was accomplished. ‘The school for the re- 
maining eight weeks was in charge of Miss Aspire M. Gort, 
who gave good instruction, and the scholars continued to ad- 
vance. Had she possessed good health, which is so desirable 
in the school-room, her labors would have been rendered more 
efficient.

The Trustees of the Haynes Library herewith respectfully present 
their first annual report of the affairs of the Library, together with the 
report made to them by the Treasurer of the Board, showing the ex- 
penditures made by him in behalf of the Board from funds placed un- 
der their control, and the report of the Librarian, which sets forth in 
detail the statistics and operations of the library, under his charge, at 
the close of the year. By an examination of the report of the Treas- 
urer, it will be seen, that there has been expended during the year, for 
the purchase of books, $564.58. The number of volumes in the libra- 
ry, at the close of the year, is 620, which have been covered, number- 
ed and catalogued by the Trustees without any expense to the Library. 
From report of the Librarian it appears that the library has been open 
for delivery of books, 49 days, with an average of 106 books per day, 
which we think compares fovorably with other libraries. The cata- 
logues have been printed and furnished free to the inhabitants of the 
town.
